THE PAXTON BANK. 


Ita Capital Swallowed Up to Spec- 


ulation on the Board 


of Trade 


The Ford county bank, which failed in 


August last at Faxton, was rated by com- 
mercial agencies at 9260,000, and was 
considered among the sound financial in- 
stitutions ot that part ot the etate.Q It 
was said shortly after the failure that 
the lack of 99,000 or 910,030 that wao 
due wae the direct cause of tbe failure. 
Tbe bank bad a large number of depos- 
itors and its failure brought hardships to 
many people. The investigation by tbe 
assignees, it ia eaid, disclosed the fait 
that every dollar ot the capital of the 
bank and many thousands of the deposits 
had disappeared, leaving behind no trace 
of the source ot exit. In the trial ot the 
cause in tbe circuit court it was hinted 
that probably dealings on the board ot 
trade bad something to to do with the 
failure. Evidence was secured in Chi- 
cago that aa long ago as 1889 the entire 
oapital stock ot tbe bank WIG sunk on 
the board of trade, nearly all in the name 
ot the Paxton Roller mills.
